bill, and of the fact that the now late , 
stage of the season would leave only four 
months for completing the extensive worn 
Of the commission, publ c opinion would 
nold him excusable should bo cor.cludc 
that circumstances Justify Him in retr.lin- 
ing from present action in this matter.

The application of evolutionary doc- 


trines to social phenomena has been a 
source of enlfghtenmerit and obscurity. 
Vivid and clarifying analogies have en- 
abled us to see certain aspects of social 
life In clear and distinct perspective. In 
other directions there has been some 
distressing distortion both of the facts 
of society and of the evolutionary the- 
ory of life in t'he effort to make ill as- 
sorted factors in some degree -congru- 
ous. 
Prof. iSimon N. Patten in a re- 


cent pamphlet on "Over-Nutrition arid 
Its Social Consequences" (Publications 
of the American Academy ot Political 
and Social Science, No. 203), has thrown 
ne'w ligih't upon these vexed relations 
by a keen analysis of social phenomena 
which has led him to suggest an en- 
largemen1. of the current evolutionary 
•formulas. 
The phenomena of degene- 


ration in social life are inadequately 
explained by natural selection and the 
survival of the fittest, for in this pro- 
cess biologists have laid stress upon the 
elimination of the weak and Inefficient 
orgrani&ms. Prof. Patten points out that 
strength may be turned into weakness, 
th'at the overfed are as exposed to eli- 
mination as the underfed, 
and that 


among the h'igher forms of life this 
phase of the process is of at least equal 
importance with those which have oc- 
cupied tlhus far, almost exclusively, the 
attention of evolutionary theorists.
